The Last Communication. 

The last communication with the 
Titanic was a wireless message re- 
ceived by the Marconi station at Cape 
Race reporting her 1,284 miles east 
of Sandy Hook at 2:15 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 

On leaving Southampton last 
Wednesday the Titanic had a rather 
exciting moment. While passing the 
White Star Liner Oceanic and the 
American Liner New York, which were 
berthed alongside one another, the ac- 
tion of the Titanic’s tripiex screws 
dragged the New York frcem her moor- 
ings. Her stern swung into midstream 
and narrowly escaped striking the 
Titanic. 

The Titanic is a luxuriously fitted 
Out vessel and her accommodations 
for cabin passengers are elegant. 

Immensity of the Titanic. 

The fimmensity of the Titanic is 
shown when it is stated that in length 
she will stretch over four city blocks. 
She has accommodations for 3,500 pas- 
sengers and carries a crew of 860.

the republican national convention at 
Chicago in June. 


It is claimed that Chairman Moore- 
head's ruling applied only to the Meck- 
lenburg county delegation to the state 
convention, permitting the Taft forces, 
who were in the minority, to carry 
their minority representation into the 
state convention. Chairman Moore- 
head is powerless, it is claimed, to ap- 
ply such a ruling to the state’s delega- 
tion to Chicago. It is claimed that.it 
became effective in Mecklenburg coun- 
ty only as a matter of courtesy to the 
minority. 

Thus far only about 15 of the 98 
counties in North Carolina have chosen 
delegates to the state convention, and 
in all of these the Roosevelt forces 
were in full contro] of the convention’s } 
Mass meetings where the 
were chosen, and the delegates 
unanimous for Roosevelt. Enough 
counties have not yet acted, 
to indicate what ultimate strength 
either the Roosevelt or Taft 
wlil have in the delegation of 
the Chicago convention. 

Chairman Moorehead was quoted as 
saving that Taft would get eight and 
Roosevelt 16 of the 24 delegates. It is 
claimed at Roosevelt headquarters here 
that the colonel wii] get the solid del- 
egation.

MEET IN BALTIMORE 


Baltimore, Md., April 14.—As an ine 
dication of the efforts to strengthen 
Judaism throughout the nations, Rabbi 
Gotthard Deutsch of the Hebrew Un- 
ion College, Cincinnati, at today’s ses- 
sion of the central conference of 
American Rabbis, pointed out that 
missionaries were being sent to for- 
eign fields in an effort to induce Jews 
to hold fast to the tents of the Jew- 
ish faith.

Dean Ellenwood Makes 
Reply to Presbyterian 
Pastor. 


Rev. 


Rev. E. 4 Ellenwood lectured on 
the moral gind religious views of the 
great agneéstic, Robert G, Ingersoll, at 
the Universalist church on Sunday 
night, and, in the course of his address. 
replied to a criticism leveled at him'a 
year ago by Dr. Dunbar Ogden at the 
Central Presbyterian church because of 


a former lecture on the same subject. 
He said, in part: : 


“The forceful editorial in Sunday's 
Constitution, anent the matter of pen- 
Ology, entitled ‘When Society Makes 
Pariahs, taken, together with the 
dramatic description in the Saturday 
papers, of the interesting and instruct- 
ive experience of a representative of 
the Georgia Prison Reform Association 
in ‘playing at being a convict,’ remind 
One of the vigorous discussion being 
conducted in the press and in the pul- 
pit, about a year ago, concerning the 
now famous ‘Stripling case.’ 


Pagan ideas in Thecvclogy 
“Just a year ago last Sunday, I gave 
lecture in this re.gn based on the 
lessons and suggey /ons of this very 
perplexing cae this lecture I 
made the statement that humanity's 
very evident and deplorable tardiness 
in evolving sane and adequate pro- 
cesses and regulations for the correc- 
tion and cure of crime was due in 
large measure to the persistence of 
pagan ideas and ideals in the theology 


through which our religion is ex- 
pressed. 


A report of my address was pub- 
lished in The Constitution, of April 3, 
of last vear, in ordinary English of 
sufficient clearness. and directness, I 
believe, to permit of its being under- 
stood. And yet, on the following Sun- 
day, my esteemed contemporary, Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden, in a sermon published 
in The Constitution of April 10, 1911, 
expresses astonishment that I had de- 
clared that ‘the idea that penalty must 
follow transgression is a pagan idea.’ 
If Dr. Ogden he® read the report of 
my sermon to frn rather than to 
criticise, he mu. ‘have discovered that 
I said no such thing. 


What Dr. Ellenwood Said. 

What I did say wae this. as I quote 
it from the report referred to, ‘Black- 
stone tells ug that punishment, design- 
ed aS a measure to deter the criminal- 
ly inclined, protect society and reform 
the criminal, must not only be just and 
humane, but must also be absolutely 
certain in its infliction.’ The common 
logic of this position is universally ac- 
cepted—except in popular theology. 
For Augustine promptly invalidated 
whatever deterrent force his abhorrent 
doctrine of endless torture may have 
possessed, by adding to his paganized 
caricature of Christianity the doctrine 
of substitutionary atonement. Accord- 
ing to this doctrine, which is common- 
ly known as ‘the plan of salvation.’ the 
guilty culprit goes scot-free, and the 
Vindication of the character of the 
sovereign is secured through the mur- 
der of his own son. This doctrine may 
not be positively immoral—it depends 
largely upon one’s point of view: but, 
judged from all modern, sane. human 
viewpoints, it is at least impotently 
unmoral.’ 

“In the sermon referred to, after ex- 
pressing surprise at my ideas on mat- 
ters of penology, Dr. Ogden retracts 
that surprise and declares that what I 
said ‘was not unexpected, when we re- 
call that from the same pulpit not long 
since were spoken words in praise of 
Robert Ingersoll.’

Now. whether 
really was a sin for me to lecture on 
the great agnostic, or not, it certainly 
does seem a pity that any leader of 
men should show in the twentieth 
century the same sort of prejudice and 
bigotry which was in the mind of one 
of old whose words have come down 
to us across twenty centuries, ‘Can 
any good thing come out of Nazareth”’ 
“Now, the question is: How bad was 
Robert Ingersol!, anyway? How much 
damaige did he do? Certainly he was 
not the tmmoral andg depraved indi- 
vidual which many of his honest critics 
believe him to be The majority of 
those who defame him most vehement- 
ly aciualiy Know nothing concerning 
the private life of the man, their ut- 
terances being based almost entirels 
on ‘hearsay, and the utterances of 
preachers who think they inay suc- 
cessfully defend their theories and su- 
perstitions by defaming the man whose 
marvelous eloquence, merciless wit 
and unanswerable logic were employ- 
ed for many years in a deliberate, de- 
termined, effort to destroy the dogmas 
which he believed were making the 
popular interpretation of Christianity 
a curse rather than a blessing to hu- 
manity.

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is reported that President Madero, of Mexico, and his ad- 
visers begin to entertain the hope that the sporadic rebellions which 
have threatened the stability ‘of the government have now been 
brought under control, and that it is only a.matter of a few weeks 
before conditions throughout thé republic will return permanently 
tc normal. Though prophecy is hazardous where so much turbu- 
lence exists, it appears that- Mexico is today nearer peace than at 
any time since Diaz resigned the presidency under pressure. 

For this status, the firm position against filibustering taken 
by the United States is largely responsible. At all times the ad- 
ministration has, most commendably, thrown its influence in favor 
of the established order and against agencies that made for its 
upsetting. If the insurrectos had hoped to secure recognition of 
their belligerency their summary execution of the American gun- 
ner, Thomas Fountain, at Parral, pushed that rainbow far into the 
background. Upon two or three occasions it has seemed that the 
insurgent forces were making head against the government. But 
the disaffected element has failed to develop cohesiveness, and 
bickerings between rival chieftains have discouraged and disheart- 
ened their followers right and left. 

Our own country has everything to gain by the setting up of 
some form of dependable rule in Mexico. American investments 
across the Rio Grande are widely scattered and vast. Despite the 
warning issued by President Taft, many Americans remain in 
Mexico, and the chronic unrest of the past few months is a con- 
stant menace to their safety and a sdéurce of uneasiness to their kin 
in this country. It is also in evidence that even though the in- 
surgent element won a temporary triumph over the Madero wing, 
their regime would be no more stable than has been his. An endless 
round of revolutions would not only exhaust the nation financially. 
It would also set up a precarious situation that might at any 
moment force reluctant intervention by this country, with the 
most untoward circumstances. 

Realization of these facts has supported the far-sighted course 
of the administration. Incidentally, an example of real friendliness 
to our Latin-American neighbors has been dramatized which_will 
be of effect throughout Central and South America, and which wil! 
be better appreciated by the Mexicans themselves, once their vision 
has been freed from the warping influence of the current excitentent. 
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FEDERAL INSPECTION OF COTTON. 


The advantage of federal inspection of cotton as giving it offi- 
cial certification the world over was discussed in the course of an 
interview with The Cohstitution last week, by Major John M. 
Carson, of the department of commerce and labor. Major Carson 
is traveling through the south for the purpose of sounding sentiment 
upon the plan. 

The substance of the plan, he expressed as follows: 

Those with whom I have conferred were almost unanimous in the belief 
that inspection and grading by the government is not only feasible, but desir- 
able. In this relation it was suggested that the federal government should 
establish a system for inspection, leaving it optional with the producer or sub- 
sequent owner of the cotton whether such inspection was desirable. This 
would leave the local merchant and mill owner free to deal directly with -the 
farmer, and would not deprive the latter of the right to dispose of his product 
in such manner as he deemed best. On the other hand, consumers at home or 
abroad would be enabled to purchase cotton of the quality desired, stipulating 
that it should have governmental inspection and certification. This suggested 
system does not contemplate that the government shall go Into the warehouse 
business. On the contrary, the functions of the government would be confined 
to inspection, grading and certification. 

It will be seen that not governmental ownership of warehouses, 
Cot- 
ton thus certified and stored in a_ bonded private warehouse should 
be quickly-accepted collateral for loan at any bank, and enable the 
farmer to borrow enough money to solve the “distress-cotton” fea- 
ture of the annual situation. The idea is at least 
investigation by the farmers of the southern states.

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GEORGIA’S CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES. 


A practical effort to realize upon the chemical industries of 
this state is being made by the Georgia section of the American 
Chemical Society, of which J. S. Brogdon, of Atlanta, is secretary. 
A dinner is to be given next Wednesday evening at the Georgian 
Terrace, at which the principal speaker will be Professor Charles L. 
Parsons, chemist of the United States bureau of mines, and also 
general secretary of the American Chemical Society. Professor 
Parsons, whose treatises have been translated into many languages, 
will tell of the profit that lies in transmuting Georgia’s crude min- 
erals into market products at home, instead of sending them to 
other states and paying freight and added toll upon them in their 


finished form. 

The state is rich in mineral deposits, regarding which the 
average citizen is poorly informed, or not at all. Bauxite, for in- 
stance, which occurs rarely in other sections, is abundant in Georgia. 
Yet the crude mineral is shipped wholesale out of this state, and 
the consumers of its refined products pay several prices for them 
by the time they return from northern laboratories or factories. 
The loss to domestic capital is also considerable and is similar, in 
nature, to that sustained when we export raw cotton and pay un- 
necessary prices for the clothes which should be manufactured in 
this state. : 

The Georgia section of the American Chemical Society is to 
be commended for its activity in this direction. Their keynote is 
that of every other agency striving to advance the material welfare 
of the state—that sort of intensive conservation which shuts off 
outside drains and increases domestic revenues. The success with 
which the Georgia section has worked is demonstrated by the fact 
that within the past year its membership has increased a full 100 
per cent.

Tugs and steamboats 
are taking them off as fast as facill- 
ties permit, and bringing them to 
Vicksburg or taking them to other 
spots where they will be out of reach 
of the water. 
Weird Scene Along the Levee. 

The scene tonight along the levee is 
weird. Scores of fires dot the em- 
bankment. Soggy driftwood has been 
caught and dried and used*for fuel. 
Meanwhile beeves have been killed and 
the carcasses are being roasted to feed 
the hungry, wet and miserable. 

Tonight the work of rescue is being 
pushed. Guided by plantation owners 
or their managers, boats from Vicks- 
burg are penetrating further into the 
inundated district, where hundreds of 
negroes and a larger number of white 
persons still remain. 

This scene of woe was quickly made, 


| and a prosperous farming community 
| transformed rapidly into an inland sea. 
| The break came Friday 


evening at 6 
o'clock at the Buckner plantation. A 
squad of negro workmen had been 
on the levee, directing their 
particularly to a “boil” 60 
feet from the base of the revetment. 
They were preparing to strengthen the 
weak spot with sacks of sand when a 
section 50 feet wide burst at the base 
of the levee. Immediately the crown 
caved, and in a few moments a 15- 
foot wall of water was rushing through 
a break, widened to 100 feet over the 
flat country and toward the towns of 
Alsatia and Roosevelt on the Iron 
Mountain railroad, 
Speeding to Warn People. 

Within twenty minutes it is declared 
the water had spread over an area 2 
miles square. At 
every negro who could. ride was sup- 
plied with a horse and mule and told 
to ride at breakneck speed to every 
home he could reach and warn the peo- 
ple that the flood was coming. All 
night the negro messengers rode 
through storm and rain, except in 
those instances where the rising waters 
forced them to seek places of safety 
immediately. Still, scores were warned 
and enabled to escape. Then Vicks- 
burg, New Orleans and Lake Provi- 
dence were nottfied of the situation. 
Vicksburg citizens were first on the 
scene, arriving early Saturday. Shortly 
afterwards a number of Lake Provi- 
dence. business men came in gasoline 
launches andAtowing skiffs. Through 
the crevagses they went and began 
their mission. 

One boat found two 
a negro Ainging to saplings 
ten-mile tugging at their 
bodies. These men had saved their 
women and children and had gone back 
to rescue what property they could.

Plans for an immense concentration 
camp for the refugees were made at a 
meeting citizens here tonight.

With 
that eng in view of offering immediate 
succor the committe decided to send a 
fleet into the flooded territory tomor- 
row laden with rations, 
other supplies and accompanied by a 
corps of physicians. Many flood suf- | 
ferers have been in the water 
twenty-four hours and it is belleved 
that the plight of many of them is 
desperate. 

The step was hastened by the belief 
that other levees near Lake Providence 
are in danger of being swept away, 
thus destroying what few vantage 
spots that remain. 

Train service on the Vicksburg, 
Shreveport and Pacific railroad, cut- 
ting off Shreveport from the west, was 
stopped tonight. 

NEARLY ALL OF TALLULAH 

SUBMERGED BY MUDDY FLOOD 

Tallulah, La., April 14.—A?Pl of the 
town of Tallulah, north of the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Pacific Railroad, 
except a few business houses, is under 
Water tonight. Hurried levees have 
been thrown up along the railroad 
tracks and every able-bodied man is 
lending his full effort in the desperate 
fight that ts being made to save the 
rest of the town from the flood wa- 
ters which are rushing through the 
iqygtail Crevasse in the Mississippi 
river. 

Dwellings and small houses are 
floating about in the flooded area, 
some of which is 10 feet under water. 
‘At 10:30 o’clock tonight the water 
continued to rise at the rate of two 
inches an hour at the Vicksburg, 
ohreveport and Pacific depot. 

No lives have been lost in_this vicin- 
ity, but many people are homeless and 
the suffering will be intense among 
the poorest of these, most of whom 
are negroes, if assistance is not imme- 
diately forthcoming. The railroad 
tracks here tonight are lined with ne- 
sro women and children already driven 
from their homes and at least twenty 
such are quartered in an old. vacant 
store. 

Including negro refugees who 
reached here last night and today from 
the flooded area north of Tallulah, 
there are about 800 people here wait- 
ing, working and praying. 

in the midst of the fight against the 
shigh waters today fire broke out in 
the. Hotel Menet and for a while it 
looked as if a section.of the town 
thus far saved from the floods would 
be licked @&p by flames. However, the 
ire was soon under control.
